HIGH OFFICIAL CIRCLES. 


Investigation Closing 

About Many Great Names-M. de 

Lesseps Took Counsel of the Chief

PARIS, Dec. 15.—Paris is excited to-day. 
The rumor, which finds much credence, that 
President Carnot will resign, is the latest 
phase of the Panama scandal. The rumors 
shy thatina short time it will be snown that 
Carnot’s close kin are involved in_ the 
meshes of the net which seems destined to 
bring low 60 many great names in France. 

Those who seek a cause for this situation 
hawe not far to look. M. Constans is the 
man whois pulling the strings behind the 
Panama investigation. He means to be Pres!i- 
Gent of France, and cares not who or what 
falls, if it stands in the way of his ambition, 
The adminstration stands discredited before 
the world and Constans sees following in the 
wake ofcrumbling and disappearing minis- 
trie a presidential crisis. This is the op- 
portunity for which he is waiting. . 

Constans has not permitted France to forge 
that, as an engineer, M. Sadi-Carnot was 
Geeply interested in DeLessep’s Panama 
Canal project. The country ts also reminded 
that it was Carnot who, while a member of 
the first DeFreycinet Ministry, made the 
initial proposition to authorize the Panama 
Canal bonds. 

Carnot came to the front of affairs in 
France upon wings of a national scandal 
as farreaching in its effects as that of the 
present disyrace. The Limousin affair, into 
which Grevy was entrapped by 
his graceless son-in-law, M. Dan- 
jel Wilson, not only proved that 
President’s downfall and political ruin, but 
itbrought into national prominence the 
name ofsadi Carnot, and begot conditions 
which placea him into the presidential! office 
~—the head of the French pation. 

M. Marie Francois Sadi Carnot is 
fourth president whom the French 
public hashad since it came into ex- 
istence, twenty-one years ago. The first 
president was M. Thiers, the second 
Marshal MacMahon, and the third M. 
Jules Grevy. M. Carnot was born in Limoges 
onthe lithof August, 1837, and is therefore 
65 years of age. His grandfather was Lazare 
Carnot, the great conventionist, an allus- 
trious figure during the revolutionary period, 
and his father died a French Senator. M. sadil 
Carnot entered the Ecole Polytechnique, 
studied to be an engineer, and fora while 
fToliowed that profession. During the elec- 
tions of February, 1871, he was returned as 
a deputy by an overwhelming majonty 
from Cote 4’Or, which district he continued 
to represent until elected to the Presidency. 

The fallof Carnot would be misfortune to 
to France, Since he came into power has 
acquired through the constant rectituce of 
his conduct and of his language, a position 
such as no head of a Gov- 
ernment in France ever enjoyed 
before him. He was considered as a 
sortof superior arbitrator of national poll- 
tics, soaring above all intrigues and compe- 
titionsin which his namewas hever men- 
tioned, Each one of his acts, each one of his 
tours and each one of his speeches con- 
tributed to fortify in the public mind, as wei 
as in the political world, the 

The. evidence given yesterday before 
the Panama Investigating Committee 
by M. Thierree of the Coulisse, firm of 
Thierree & Co., who exchanged with Baron 
de Reinach twenty-six of their own checks 
for one drawn by the Panama Canal Co. on 
the Bank of France for the sum of 3,300,475 
francs, leads Za Libre Parole, M. Drumont’s 
paper, to state to-day thatthe stubs of the 
twenty-six checks that M. Thierree testified 
he had destroyed had the initials in the hand- 
writing of Baron Reinach. It adds that 
among those initials were those of the names 
of Emanuel! Arene, Jules Roche and M. Rou- 
er. 

In his testimony yesterday M. Thierree 
stated that the stubs in queetion bore certain 
notes Upon which the charge of bribery may 
have been founded. He suggested that the 
committee call upon the editors of those 
Mewspapers which professed to know what 
these notes were for further information. 

The Gaulois says that the Chancellor of the 
Legion of Honor proposes to revise certain 
pominations for membership in that order in 
view of the fact that a number of the candl- 
dates are involved in the Panama scandal. 

Senator Paul Dever has writtena letter te 
the Inwestigating Committee denying the 
assertion made in Za Libre Parole, M. Dru- 
mont’s paper, that he (Dever) was the real 
recipient of the check drawn by M. Castle- 
bon which is now in his possession. Senator 
Dever says that he was in Russia when the 
Panama lottery tickets were issued, but he 
furnished M. Castlebon, whowas then upon 
the point of starting a newspaper , a letter of 
introduction to Baron de Keinach, who gave 
M. Castiebon a check for $4,000. 

At a Cabinet Counci! held in the Elysee, to 
day, M. Bourgeois, Minister of Justice, an- 
nounced that he would oppose in the Cham. 
ber of Deputies the proposal of M. Pourquery 
de Roisserin toinvest the Panama Investt- 
gating Commission with judicial powers.

M. Quesnay. de Beaurepaire 
has been most outspoken on this sub- 
ject and even hastened on the proceedings 
in the ‘‘Panama case’’ lest Parliament should 
get before the law in the matter, attain a 
bangorous popularity and create a precedent 
for interfering in judicial questions, which 
would cramp tne actian of presiding judges. 

By the leading chief functionaries andthe 
Minister of Justice, M. Ricard accordingly 
allowed Mz. Quesnay De Beaurepaire 
to have his own way. The 
Procureur General is now accordingly 
face to face with a situation which will lead 
either to his resignation or his revocation. 
Backed by his colleagues, he is fght- 
ing the Dattle of the Palais 
Justice against the Palais de Bourbon. 
where hig chief opponent is another lawyer— 
M. Brisson—who, however, is one of those 
members of the legal profession who gave up 
the bar for politics, 

Inthe Chamber of Deputies to-day, the 
Government demanded the immediate dis- 
cussion of the proposals of M. Bolssrrin. 

Upon a division being taken the Govern- 
ment was supported bya voteof 424’ to 122. 
It is reported that M. Brisson will, in conse- 
quence of this defeat, resign the Presidency 
of the Panama Commission.

THE MAN WHOSE INFLUENCE WAS SOUGHT TO 
SILENCE THE PARIS PAPERS. 


Paris, Dec. 15.—The testimony of M. 
Clemenceau before the Panama Canal In- 
vestigating Committee recalls the letter 
which he wrotea few days agoto Figaro re- 
lating thaton the eveof thedeathof the 
Baron de Reinach the latter came to see him 
with M. Rouvier, Minister of Finance, and 
asked himto goandfind M. Cornelius Herz, 
in order to try to stop the attacks made. 

M. Clemenceau accepted and went with M. 
Rouvier to M. Herz, who, however, declined 


to do anything. 
The Baron de Reinach then said: ‘‘If we do 


not succeed I am lost. Let us goto M. Con- 


stans.’’ 
All three went to see M. Constans, who de- 


clared that he could notdo anything. On 
leaving the Baron de Reinach said: ‘‘l am 


lost.’’ 

The letter ends with these words: ‘‘ After 
which I saw him no more,’’ 

It wasthe day after these events that the 
tragic fate of Banker Reinach became known 
to Paris. 

In his testimony before the committee M. 
Clemenceau added that M. Herz was a share- 
holder in the newspaper La Justice in 1854-85 
to the amount of $140,000, and he himself had 
frequent relations with Baron de Relnach, 
whom he bDelleved to be connected with the 
Panama Canal Co. only in the capacity of 
banker. 

When M. Constans was called to the wit- 
ness stand he declined to be sworn, but he 
gave his word of honor that he would tell 
the truth. He testified that he had told 
Baron de Retnacnh that he had bad nothing to 
do with the newspaper agitation. He had 
hever seen M. Herz, he said. 

Paris |s now curious to Know just what 
power M. Herz has over the Parisian press 
to make him so much sought for by those 
who fear its attacks. 

Here is something of the history of the man 
about whom Paris is inquiring, and whose 
name appears as the payee on two checks of 
1,000,000 fran ea mong twenty-six 
checks presonendte che PRisane Commission 
now investigating the Panama Canal frauds, 
In Europe he ts referred to as an American 
electrician. 

Acouple of years ago Cornelius Herz at- 
tracted much attention in Paris, and, in- 
deed, all Europe, Oy reason of un alleged 
plot awainst his life, Previousto this, in the 
fail of 1889, Henri Rochefort published a 
scurrilous attack upon Dr. Herz, in which he 
said the electrician had absconded from this 
country withan ehormous amount of money. 
M. Rochefort also attacked the doctor’s ex- 
traction, his private fe and his enterprises. 
It was salidthen that Dr. Herz was a Bos- 
tronian and that he wentto Paris during the 
Franco-Prussian war. Heshowed such de- 
yotion and zeal in the ambulance ,service 
that he was decorated. 

After the war he returned to this country 
and married a wealthy woman, with whom 
he returned to France. Possessed of ample 
means and an investigating mind he devoted 
himself to electricity. He established work- 
Shopsand founded a magazine, La Lumiere 
Electrique. He promoted a large number of 
electrical enterprises and was the principal 
agent in bringing forward an invention of 
M. Marcel Deprez for the transmission of 
electric motive power to a distance. He 
himself invented a microphone. 

Dr. lierz made himself prominent in all ag 
tations of an: industrial and commercial 
nature, particularly those bearing upon elec- 
tricity. He was an intimate filend of the 
late Sir Charles Bright, the electrician, and 
introduced into Frances the inventions of Sir 
Willlam Thomson, Thomas A. Edison, Prof. 
Belland others. It was he who got upthe 
Electrical Exhibition held in Paris in 181, 
and at the Vienna Exposition two years 
later he organized the electrical department 
for France. For these and other noted ser- 
Vices and achievements he was made a Com.- 
mander and later a chief officer of the Legion 
of Honor, 

Ife was present atallthe great assemblages 
in Paris, and interested himself in the enter- 
prises of others. He seemed to be into every- 
thingand was noted asa great friend of 
the politicians. He livedin handsome style 
and was devoted to his family. His art gal- 
lery was one of the noted ones in Paris, and 
with artists and litterateurs he was as 
friendly as with menoffinance and politics. 

After a while rumors began to circulate 
that he was in financial straits and that if he 
should be pushed he would be unable to meet 
hisdebts. With aman engaged ip many and 
varied enterprises such rumors are usually 
disastrous. The Rothschilds, who had taken 
hold of M. Deprez’s Invention for the trans- 
mission of force by electricity, became 
frightened and bought Herz out of the con- 
cern. When Paris heard ofthis there was a 
great run On the doctor and he became serl- 
ously embarrassed. He tried to borrow 
money and was offeread a loan of $100,000 on 
his Collection of modern ,pictures, which he 
was asked to band overassecurity. This he 
refused to do. Then he disappeared. Im- 
mediately reports flew about that he had fled 
to escape his creditorsand that he had left 
behind him debts aggreygatingtwelve or ff- 
teen million francs. 

The Paris newspapers made a great hulla- 
baloo, but as the creditors did not enter into 
the general howlandas the picture gallery 
remained undisturbed, the reports subsided. 
In the course ofa few months Dr. Herz once 
more appeared in Paris, and paid all his 
debts. It was said he had resources on this 
side the water upon whieh he had realizec. 
lie not only patd his Gebtsto the last penny 
without a grumble, but bought for ready 
cash two houses inthe Parc Monceaux anda 
house with extensive grounds inthe Avenue 
lienri Martin, between the Trocadero and the 
Lois de Boulogne. 

Dr. Herz took no notice of the libel pub- 
lished by M. Rochefort, and continued his 
work In Paris as one of the most lMberal and 
advanced men in the country. 


In 1890 the Paris hewspapers published brief | 


notices ofan attempt made to secure his 
assassination. A man whose name did not 
eppeny Stated the had moun on advertise-

him.” He replied, and after an interchange 
of advertisements secured an interview with 
the original advertiser. Tbis peison prom- 
ised 50,000 francs If the man would murder 
Dr. Herz. The man promised to execute the 
commission and said ve received 15,000 francs 
in advance. With this sum he sailed for 
South America, where he lost the money. He 
deciared that he had no intention of commit- 
ting the murder, and on his return to France 
tried to eke out a living by bDilackmall.

THE HAYTIEN WAY. 


Conspirators on the Life of the Presi- 
dent Shot. 


PERILS ATTENDING POWER IN THE 
BLACK REPUBLIC. 


Efforts Made to Harmonize the Quirinal 
and the Vatican—Minister Phelps Was 
Well Received in Berlin—Immigrant 
Restrictions Affect Americans Abroad 
—~General Foreign News. 


PANAMA, Dec, 15.—The report of an attempt 
to assassinate Hypolite of Hayti is con- 
firmed by advices that have reacned here, 
notwithstanding a severe censorship of the 
malls, as wellas of the Haytilen press. It 1s 
claimed by Hypolite’s enemies that all letters 
suspected of containing matter hostile to the 
government are opened and their contents, 
ifthe suspicion is justified, seized and taken 
to Hypolite for personal-perusal. As this, 
however, has beenan invariable custom of 
Haytien autocrats as far back as the origin 
of the republic, the statement arouses 
no surprise. 

In regard to the attempted assassination it 
appears that about 2 a.m. of Dec. 2 
a sentinel discovered the would-be murderer 
of the President lurking in the palace. 
The man’s actions as he moved 
cautiously about, hiding in shadows 
and corners, showed that he meditated some 
The sentinel sprang upon the 
intruder. The fellow was armed with 
a sharp dagger and made ai des- 
perate resistance. The sentry shouted 
for help and President Hypolite and others of 
his household, being aroused from their 
slumbers by the nolse, rushed tothe scene. 
The sentry Was already wounded and nearly 
exhausted when rescue came, and Hypolite 
and his friends succeeded in capturing the 
assassin. The prisoner confessed that he 
was from Jacmel, and that he had come to 
Port Au Prince withthe purpose of killing 
Iiypolite. The prisoner was defiant and said 
that he only regretted that he had not been 
successful. 

President Hypolite was enraged and de- 
clared that if his orders had been carried out 
the assassin could not have gained entrance 
to the palace, and that the captainof the 
guard, as wellas those who were on guard 
outside, must have been guilty of criminal 
collusion or negligence. The President 
therefore ordered that the pris- 
oner, having openly confessed his 
guilt, should be shot at once, and that the 
captainofthe guard and the sentries whO 
were stationed atthe entrance of the palace 
should also be shot. The orders were at once 
carried out and the condem ned persons were 
shot to death In the garden ofthe palace. 
The sentinel who had detected and seized the 
assassin was munificentlhy rewarded and 
promoted, 


BLACK AND WHITE, 


EFFORTS TO HARMONIZE THE QUIRINAL AND 
THE VATICAN, 


tOMF, Dec. 15.—The Vatican follows with 
interest the intrigues of the Count de Turin, 
son of Prince Amadeus, who has received 
from the Quirinal orders to frequent the 
saloons ofthe great families in Rome witha 
view to assisting the fusion so long desired 
of the ‘‘black’’ or clerical families with the 
‘‘white’’ or Qutirinalists. The Count de 
Turin puts himselfinevidence everywhere 
among the leading familles, and always asks 
to be presented to the ladies of 
the clerical monde. It would seem 
that this campaign has been. attended 
with small success, as among the Vatican 
aristocracy one speaks of it with ftrony and 
indignaticn. Off course, the aim of the 
Quirinal has been to tsolate the Pope by 
allenating trom him the Roman aristocracy 
and by degrees lead up to such a conciliation 
as willadmit the Italian Catholics to particl- 
pate in the elections, As far back as last 
year, the <Austrian Ambassador to the 
Vatican had orders from the Em- 
peror to try and get the two social 
circles, the whites and the blacks, 
to mingle together by inviting to his festivi- 
tles representatives of both sets. But the 
scandals which resulted, combined with re- 
monstrances made at Vienna through the 
Vatican diplomacy, caused the Austrian am- 
bassador to cease playing big game. An at- 
tempt ofthe Countde Turints less danvyger- 
ous, because his person has not the attrac- 
tion, nor his position the impunity of that of 
the Austrian ambassador to the Pope. 

Absurd rumors are again spread abroad 
about the Pope beingill. Dr. Cecarelli, his 
plysician, says that His Holiness is in good 
health, free from any and every clironic in- 
disposition, that he ought to live at least an- 
other ten years; thatif there is Anything to 
be feared itis the effect of some strong and 
sudden emotion, but that even against this 
eventuality the Pope’s elastic temiperament 
is a safeguard. 

The Italian Government -recentliy made a 
protest to the United States Government 
against the quarantine regulations adopted 
by the latter government. To-day a reply 
was received fiom Washington explaining 
that the restrictions against immigration ap- 
plied to all’ European States, If it were 
otherwise no objection would be made tothe 
landing ofItallan immigrants after they had 
been subjected totwenty days’ quarantine,

VALPARAISO, Dec. 15.—Another plot of the 
followers of the late President Balmaceda 
has been discovered by the Government at 
Santiago, and frustrated. 

An attempt was made to corrupt the ‘th 
Regiment, and that fact became Known to 
the Government. Shortly before evening 
call Tuesday sentries were stationed around 
the various barracks,and itmmediately after 
call the sentries ciosed tn, bOuarring exits.

The pjans of the 
plotters werc seized.» Various polnts in 
the city were to have been sacked, 
and there were Lists of prominent Govern- 
ment officials who were to have been killed.

CITIZENS BARRED FROM TRAVEL AS 
STE ERAGE PASSENGERS. 

LONDON, Dec. 15.—Mr. Peters, Secretary of 
the North Atlantic Steamship Association, 
states that the decision notto carry steerage 
passengers on the vessels belonging to the 
association after January, 1898, applies to 
American citizens and residents of the United 
States, as well as to persons who have never 
been In America. 

The bankruptcy case of Mrs. Parnell,widow 
of Charles Stewart Parnell, was again in 
court to day fora decision asto whether it 
was necessary to examine Mrs, Parnell pub- 
licly regarding her assets jand IHabilities. 
The court decided thata public examination 
was unnecessary. The official receiver in 
bankruptcy is trustee of Mrs. Parnell’s prop- 
erty. 

Baroness de Roques, mother of Mrs. May- 
brick, telegraphsto a press representative 
that her Gaughter’s condition had become 
worse within the past twodays. She says 
that Mrs. Maybrick’s strength, which ap- 
peared toreturn after the cessation of the 
hemorrhages, from which she _ recently 
suffered, has not been sustained, and that 
she is again unable to retain herfood. The 
Baroness adds that Mrs. Maybrick is ina 
condition of heart-broken depression, and 
stie fears that she will sink entirely beneath 
her mental agony. 

Lady Abdy, wife ofSir Willlam Neville 
Abdy, recently petitioned the divorce court 
to grant a separation from her husband, 
Evidence was shown proving beyond a doubt 
that Lady Abdy was mentally irresponsible.

LABOR’S CONGRESS. 


To-Day's Proceedings of the American 
Federation. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 15.—At the fourth 
Cay’s session of the American Federation of 
Labor this morning a communication, which 
was referred to a committee, was received 
from the International Association of Ma- 
chinists of the United States and Canada 
asking an audience. Another communica- 
tion from the Pennsylvania Peace Society, 
now in session in this city, informed the 
federation that the labor question was under 
consideration and invitedthe delegates to 
attend one of the Peace Soclety’s sessions. 
‘Delegate Gunter of the Furniture Workers’ 
Union presented a resolution authorizing the 
cancelation of a loan of $1,500 from the Fed- 
eration to the _ striking furniture work- 
ers. This caused some discussion. The 
proposition had been reported upon favora- 
bly by the resolutions committee, but a 
statement fromthe furniture workers’ rep- 
resentativeto the effect that his organiza- 
tion had almost exhausted its funds caused 
some of the committee to withdraw their 
support. 

President Gompers, the Amalgamated Iron 
men and others opposed the measure, 
but it was strongly advocated by 
delegates whose unlons desired similar 
favors, amounting in all to $2,500. 

Finally after an hour's discussion the pre- 
vious question was carried, and on roll call 
the donation to the furniture workers was 
refused. : 

Applications from the tanners and‘curriers, 
quarrymens, German tyyographia, and 
electrical workers were then taken 


up. The first two. were granted dona- 
tions and aée reconsideration ordered in 
the case of the furniture workers, who were 
granted the cancellation of their debt. No 
tormal request having Deen made by the 
typographia or electrical workers no action 
was taken upon their loan. 

A report was adopted from the Grievance 
Committee recommending that the creden- 
tials of W. E. Wilks, delegate from the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Machinists and 
Molders, be rejected on the ground that the 
union was a seceding one from the Iron 
Molders of America. 

Before adjourning until afternoon Miss 
Mary Kenna, the only female delegate in the 
Federation, introduced resolutions favoring 
woman’s franchise and ‘‘protection against 
accident from machinery on which women 
are employed.’’

Criminal Career. 


DESPERATE ASSAULT MADE ON A 
PRISON GUARD. 


Baffied in His Attempt to Sley Another 
Human.Being He Thrust a Knife Three 
Times Into His Own Side—His Second 
Effort at Suicide—The Particulars of 
Theresa Mettman’s Tragic Death Re- 
told. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec. 15.—A few min- 
utes past 7 o’clock this morning UC. 
A. Benson, . Theresa Mettman’s mur- 
derer, whose appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States on a 
writ of error has just been denied, madea 
vigorous attack with a murderous Knife 
upon Capt. Morgan, his aged death-watch, 
He forced Morgan to his knees, Dut theold 
man pleaded so hard for mercy that 
Benson said he could not find 
the heart to kill him. The disturbance 
brought the jallors to the rescue of Mr. Mor- 
gan, butas they were coming up the stairs 
Benson plunged the knife twice into 
his left side, once under his 
heart, and again penetrating the wall of 
the stomach. When the jallors entered the 
room the condemned man told them that he 
had taken poison and would die in five 
minutes. Morgan, the guard, wasso pros- 


trated by his experience that he could 


not tell what had occurrea. Benson 
is unconscious and dying. He made no con- 
fession. His jallors were warned by a pris- 
oner two weeks ago that Benson had a knife 
and would kill his guard, but the most vigor- 
ous search failed to find it. 

The murder of Mrs. Mettman, for which 
Charles A. Benson, was to. have been 
executed, was the most atrocious 
crime ever committed in this country. 
No work of a Whitechapel flend ever sur- 


oe that of the Leavenworth butcher. 
riday, March 28, 1890, the mutilated remains 
of Mrs. Theresa Mettman were fished from 
the Missouri River. Her son, a filreman.on the 
Rock Island road, was among the first to ar- 
rive on the ground and identify the remains. 
The body was horribly mutilated ana the legs 
were not found untila month after. The 
husband, Joka Mettman, and daughter, Mrs. 
Mary Rautzann, were piaced under arrest, 
but the old man’s innocence was proven. 

Evidence soon accumulated to prove Ben- 
son’s guilt and that the murder was com- 
mitted in the United States reservation, 
Benson was traced to Camden, N. J., there 
arrested and brought back to Leavenworth 
in SeptembDer of the same year. 

In June, 1891, Benson was arraigned before 
the United States Circuit Court in Leaven- 
worth, Judge Riner presiding, andtried for 
the murder, 

His counsel was W. C. Webb of Topeka and 
William Dill of Leavenworth, United States 
District Attorney Ady, representing the 
Government, was assisted by J. H. Atwood. 
The Government presented a very 
strong case against Benson, Th 
defense demurred to the indict- 
ment on the grounds, first, that the 
indictment did not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a public offense against the laws 
of the United States; second, that the court 
had no jurisdiction jover the case.

The body of the murdered woman was 
found on what is known as Jefferson avenue, 
but is really a lonely road inthe suburbs 
of the city, by a farmer, who was 
driving into the market on the morn- 
ingatter the murder. ‘ihe woman’s throat 
was cut fromear to ear, and her clothing 
Was soaked in blood. On one side of the 
body lay a small basket filled with fresh eggs. 
The giri’s hands were torn and scratched, as 
if she had made a heroic effort to fight off her 
assailant. Before the body was removed a 
photographer took views of the remains, and 
these have been sent to many places, but 
Strangely enough have never led to her 
identification. sSheappeared to be about 26 
ars old and was apparently of German 

irth. She was well and neatly dressed and 
had the appearance of one who lived at ser- 
vice at some country house in the neighbor- 
hood, and at the time it was believed that 
she was on the way to market to dispose of 
the eggs when she was waylaid and Elilied.

Western Union Men Involved in the Rock

CARVING HINTS. 


Thauksgiving Experiences Renders Them 
Interesting: 

With the return of cold weather the fruit 
and vegetable diet which has been enjoyed 
during the warm summer days will be re- 
placed by the meat, and richer food suitable 
for the winter. The iarge roasts will again 
appear on our tables, and especially at the 
approach of the holidays will a few carving 
hints be welcomed, 

The dish, which should always be of good 
size, must be piaced so near the carver as to 
give him or her full control ofit. Fowls 
should be placed breast up. Put the fork 
into the breast and take off the wings and 
legs first, without turning the fow!; then cut 
out the breast bone, so asto leave the well- 
browned skin over !t, as also the white meat; 
then cut off the side bones and divide the 
carcass which ts left, in two from the neck 
down. leaving the rump on one partto be 
served in a separate portion, then remove 
the second joint fromthe legand the wing, 
as they are much more easily managed on 
the plate when thus thoroughly dissected. 

A sirloin of beef should be placed on tne 
dish, with the tenderloin underneath. Thin- 
cut slices should be taken from the side next 
the carver, then turn over the roast and 
carve the tenderloin. A _ portion ef botn 
should be helped. Becareful to cut across 
the grain of the meat. 

A leg of mutton should be carved across the 
middie of the bone first,and then from the 
thickest part until the gristie is reached. A 
few nice slices can becut from the smaller 
end, but it is generally hard and stringy. 

A ham may be carved in several ways. By 
cutting long, delicate slices through the thick 
fat down to the bone; by running the point 
of the knife in acircle in the middle and cut- 
ting thin, circular siices, thus Keeping the 
ham moist, or by beginning at the Knuckle 
and slicing upward. The last mode is con- 
sidered the most economical. 

Atongue should be carved in very thin, 
delicate slices, its deiicacy depending very 
greatly upon attention to this. The slices 
from the center are considered the most 
tempting, and should be cut across and the 
slices taken from each side with a portion of 
the fat which Its at the root. 

A loin of veal, begin at the small end and 
cut the ribs apart; cut offa piece of the kid- 
ney with the fat and help each plate to some. 

A fillet of veal should be cut first from the 
top, andin abreastof vealthe breast and 
brisket should be separated and then cut in 

leces. 

, Roast pigshould havethe head removed 
before coming to the table. Cut off the legs, 
joint at the knee and divide the ribs, 

A saddie of venison, cut thin, even slices 
from the tail toward the upper part.on each 
side. Venison should always be served hot, 
on well-warmed plates. 

Loins of veal, mutton or venison should 
always be jointed by the butcher before 
cooking, and then they are readily carved. 

In carving fish some practice is needful in 
order to prevent the fakes from breaking. 
ihe choicest morsels of all large fish are near 
the bead, then the thin parts Come next; the 
flavor of the part nearest the bone is never 
equal to those on the upper part. Fish is 
usually placed on a dish under part upper- 
most, as there lies the best part. In carving 
fish. a fish+knife should be used, and if 
handled with ightness of touch and dexter. 
ity the person using it will find very little 
trouble in serving.

JERUSALEM MODERNIZED. 


The Holy City Undergoing a Remarkable 
Transformation. 
From the Chicage News. 

*‘Jerusalem, the railroad center of Pales- 
tine.’’ 

The words have an unnatural sound to most 
people, as withthe mention of Jerusalemand 
Palestine is generally associated some fact of 
sacred history or the events of the Crusades 
in the Middle Ages. 

But since Baron Rothschild has begun to 
»}Carry out his gigantic colonization schemes 
Palestine has experienced an awakening, the 
Holy City has found itself moved by the 
mighty machine of progress and the destiny 
once predicted for Jerusalem by Napoleon 
seems not impossible of accomplishment, 


The Corsican’s prediction was that Jerusalem 
would one day be the capital of the world. 
The last few months have worked a great 
change In the city so long regarded as having 
few attractions beyond Its religious and his- 
torical associations. 

A letter just received by Prof. A. J. Marks 
of this city from the Rev. A. E. Davis, a 
woman missionary who has spent eleven 
years of her life in Jerusalem, gives a strik- 
ing picture of the changes now under way. 

‘*Palestine,’’ says the writer under date of 
Aug. 16, ‘*Will soon assume an appearance 
truly Kuropean. Its principal cities are fast 
being connected by modern railroads, and 
before long the toot of the American locomo- 


and yet so novel tothe native Syrian, will be 
heard every hour in Jerusalem, which will 
be the .rallroad center. 

PIERCED BY RAILROADS. 

‘‘Our Joppa railway is about finished, con- 
necting us directly with the Mediterranean 
Coast. A branch line is contemplated to 
Haifa and one to the Jordan. The passenger 
depot has just been completed. To look at it 
one hardly realizes that he is still in Jerusa- 
lem—it is so thoroughly modern. The 
freight-house is in course of erection. In 
seven days from now the first train will be 
run from Joppa, and we are arranging for a 
celebration of the event, which is of no small 
import to us. 

‘*The AkKa-Damascus Railway is progress- 
ing rapidly. Starting at the at fortress of 
Acre it will run down the plain of Acre along 
the coast of the Mediterranean and branch 
out to Haifa. Thence across the famed plain 
of Esdraelon, with the hills of Galilee to the 
north, and passing near Nazareth the road 
reaches the Jordan by way of Shunem or 
Jezreel. At this point the banks ofthe Jor- 
dan are of solid rock, and in the center of the 
necens stands a natural pier of the same ma- 
terial. 

**Fre this plier east and west will be 
erected suspension spans, connecting the 
west bank of the river with the slopes of the 
Jordan plateau on’ the east. The road will 
extend from the Jordan over the slope of 
this plateau and along the crest overlvokin 
and inclosing the eastern shore of the Sea o 
Galilee. Reaching the plateau proper near 
El’all and thence north to Damascus direct it 
passes through the most fertile and beautiful 
plains of Palestine. 

WONDERFUL CHANGES. 

**An English company has mapped out a 
road to connect Damascus on the north with 
Gaza in the extreme southwestern portion of 
Palestine, in the. plain of Philistia. The dis- 
tance !s almost 200 miles. 

‘*‘It will be seen that ere long our little 
country will be covered with a network of 
railways. Inthe last few months a wonder- 
ful change has been wrought in the city of 
Jerusalem, Several hundred new buildings 
have been erected, — residences, 
shops, hotels and hospitals. The old resi- 
dents are all surprised and know not what 
to think of it, because there does not seem 
business enough to warrant all this ex- 
pense. . 

**The reason forthis outlay and baliding 
activity is to be found in Baron Kothschild’s 
purchase lately of a large tract of land com- 
ee some thousands of acres east of the 

iver Jordan and near the scus RKall- 
way. This year he will send 1,000 Jewish 
families tothe tract. Near Acre he has also 
purchased ua large tract on which will be lo- 
cated three large colonies. 

. COLONIZATION BEGUN, 

**AbDout three weeks agothe Baron gained 
control of the land by paying what he calis

Let me refer you to the Constitution of the 
United States, sec. 8, aha in vol. 1, Re- 
. 1889, the cases

portioned among the States; duties, imposts 
and excises must be uniform,’’—[3 Dale, 171. 

Direct taxes are limited to taxes on land 
‘‘fand taxes on polls or capitation tax.’ 
8 Wall, 533. ‘‘Congress cannot impos@a tax 
upon a salary of a judicial officer of a State.’’ 
11 Wall, 822. 

Constitution United States, sec. 9: ‘‘No 

apitation or othes dis@ct tax shall be laid 
fnless in proportt6én 46 “#he census or enu- 
meration hereinbefore directed to be taken.’’ 

This ground was all gone over many 
years ago when we were collecting over 
$70,000,000 a year by anincometax. It 
was generally conceded then that the term 
direct tax, as used in the Federal Consti- 
tution, referred to capitation and 
land taxes extlusively. It was so inter- 
preted in’ the deciston’ above referred to, 
8th Wall. 533, which means simply that 
taxes on land and poll taxes are the only 
taxes that must be apportioned among the 
States in proportion to population. 

In the case of Hylton v. United Stzttes, 
8 Dall. 171, it was decided that a tax 
on carriages is nota direct tax within the 
meaning of that .particular clause of the 
Constitution. Im -tHe case of Pacific Ins. 
Co.vs. Soule, 7 Wall. 438, the same ruling 
was made as toa tax on income. The 
same ruling was also applied to a tax on 
the circulation oof banks in _ the 
case of Veazie Bank vs. Fenno, 8 Wall. 
533. As Judge Cooley says ‘ ‘succession 
taxes and all taxes of excise come 
under these rulings.’’ “It is manifest that 
no apportionment of such taxes by repre- 
sentative population can possibly be just, 
and that they are not included in the con- 
stitutional rule of apportionment. 

In common parlance we mean by direct 
taxes all except those that are laid on com- 
modities, to fall on consumers, not as taxes 
but as part of the market price of the 
commodities. But the courts in inter- 
preting the constitution have rejected this 
classfication. 

Of course Congress cannotlay an in- 
come tax on the .- salaries of State 
officers, and ail ‘‘duties, imposts 
and excises,’’ which include income 
taxes, **must be uniform’’—that 
is, must be the same throughout the 
United States. But under these restric- 
tions the United States can levy a perfectly 
constitutional and easily enforceable in- 
come tax which will yield a revenue 
sufficient to pay our pension roll 
without taxing any income under $5,000. 
It would be easier to do this now than it 
was to raise $70,000,000 a quarter of acen- 
tury ago by an income tax. 


LET THE PEOPLE ANSWER.

SALE OF FRANCHISES. 


In the ‘‘Tammany ridden’’ city of New 
York they have a system of franchise 


granting to street railway companies 
which is worth imitating by ities where: 
municipal government is supposed to be 
purer than in Gotham. : 

Franchises in New York are now dis- 
posed of at auction to the highest bidders, 
the minimum price being fixed at 8 per 
cent of the gross earnings for. the. firs, 
three years and 5 per cent thereafter? —-Nw 
bids are received which fall below these 
percentages. A lump sum is not required, 
but as the returns to the city depend upon 
the real value of the franchise it follows 
that the revenue must increase with the 
growth of population. The money comes 
to the people, while the aldermen: and 
bosses get nothing. ‘ 

Deposits are required to prevent collu- 
sionor ‘‘bluffs.’’ In one@ase. recently 
advertised $1,000,000 is demanded as a 
guarantee of good faith, in another $500, - 
000. 

The New York system also refuses to 
recognize monopoly. Thus, should an ex- 
tension of a line be decided upon, the 
franchise is sold in the manner described, 
and if another company secures it, the ex- 
tension cars are allowed to run on the main 
tracks and only one fare may be collected 
for the entire distance. 

These facts are peculiarly interesting to 
St. Louisans at this time when so many 
new lines’are in contemplation. The sale 
of franchises is the only just, reasonable 
and safe mode of securing tothe city the 
benefits to which it is entitled; and would 
probably put an end to most of the jobbing 
now so scandalously prevalent. 


THE country has been startied by the an- 
nouncement of the assignment of the pro- 
prietor of a pie bakery. The popular idea 
has been that a pie bakeryis a mine of 
wealth, andthe fallure is quite unaccounta- 
ble. Whoever has observed the lankness of 
the average pie and the economy with which 
the fruit has been placed, will find it difficult 
tocomprehend thata ple bakery has really 
collapsed.

LirrLe Rock, Ark., Dec. 15.—Several days 
agoa freight car jumped the track on the 
Missouri Pacific bridge, which spans the 
Arkansas River, at the footof Rock street.

A Magnificent Diamond Nowin the Hands 
of the Cutter. 


From Land and Water. 

The second largest dilamondin the world Is 
now undergoing the cutting process at Ant- 
werp. Its weight is at present 474 carats, but 
it will lose no less than 274 carats before it Is 
ready forthe market. Eventhen, however, 
it will be the second largest diamond in the 
world, standing between the eighty carats of 
the Persian diamond ‘‘Great Mogul’’ and 


the 1977-10 carats of the Russlan ‘‘Orioff’’ 
Drilllant. Roughly speaking, the Antwerp 
stone will be about the size of a pigeon’s egg. 

In its present state it measures 2.741 inches 
by 1.767 inches. Its polished surface will 
measure .786inch each way. Some idea of 
the enormous expense ofthe transmutation 
of these costly trifles from the natural to the 
commercial state may be gathered from the 
factthatthe great English crown diamond, 
the Koh-i-noor, which has only the compara- 
tively modest weight of 102% carats, cost no 
less than £8,000 to cut and polish, The polish- 
ing of avery large diamond isavery slow 
process, and it will be a long time before the 
actual value of the Antwerp stone can be de- 
termined, as its luster an water cannot be 
decided until it has left the polisher’s hands.

CRONIN ASSASSINS.

Contents of a Letter Said to Have Been 
Written by Martin Burke. 


REVEALING PART OF THE MONSTROUS 
PLOT OF THE CLAN -NA-GAEL. 


He Was Willing to Risk All to Carry Out 
the Instructions of the Secret Orders— 
The Missive Never Reached Its Des- 
tination—Found in the Dead-Letter Of- 
fice at Ottawa, Canada. 


Curchco, Ill,, Dec. 15.—An evening paper 
this afternoon prints some interesting mat- 
ter in connection with the Cronin case, and 
says that evidence is accumulating which 
may land some prominent people in the 
Criminal Court. The paper claimsto have 
in its possessiona copy of.a letter written by 
the late. Martia Burke, dated Winn!- 
peg, August, 189], addressed to 
James Murphy, Port Arthur, Canada, 
in which he requests Murphy to send him $150 
for which, he says, he will send the certifi- 
cate ond other things intact. Further on he 
says: ‘‘Ilam willing to risk all in connection 
Zith this matterandC, andcC, 8.’s death 
will not deter me from doing what thecC. N. 
G. details me on, allowing metodo soin my 
own time and place. This I must insist on 
as being only fair.’’ 

The letter bore the postmark of June 10, 
and reached Port Arthuronthelith. Burke 
arrived at Winnipeg on the 15th 
and was arrested on the 16th. 
The letter was never delivered 
but went to the Dead Letter Office at Ottawa, 
where the original Is still preserved. TheC. 
referred to must have been Cronin, but the 
question remains: Who was C, 8.? 

Burke aied in  Jolet Penitentiary, 


where he was a life prisoner, last Friday,and 
was buried here last Monday. 

According to evidence at the trial when the 
man who the jury decided was Burke 
called at Dr. Cronin’s residence on 
North Clark street the night of 
bis disappearance, May 4, 1889, 
and lured him to his death, he bore with him 
one oficeman O’Sullivan’s business cards, 
which was tothe doctor a signal that he was 
wanted ta attend one of O’Sullivan’s men. 

Witnesses swore at the trial that Burke’s 
figure strongly resembied that of the man 
who drove upto the Clark street houseina 
buggy drawn by the white horse and sent up 
the card to the doctor. The latter, taking 
his instrument casein his hand and fully ex- 
pecting to be driven to the side of a wounded 
workman, Diindly entered the buggy and 
was driven to meet his doom in the Carlson 
cottage. 

It was further shown on the trial that 
Burke was the man who rented the cottage 
from old man Oarlson, paying forit in ad- 
vance some time before any show was made 
of moving furniture intoit, and that he then 
stated it was forthe use of his sick ister, He 
was fully identified by the Carnsons and 
throughout the trial there remained no doubt 
of his guilt in the minds ofthe jury. 

Rurke’s past history is little knownto the 
police of Chicago. 
The fact is 
In connection with this al- 
leged letter of Burke’s,' that many 
men engaged in hunting down those who are 
supposed to have planned Cronin’s death, do 
not believe that either Burke or O’sullivan 

are dead, 

Before Patrick O’Sullivan died, they as- 
sert, the public was prepared for his death, 
also of consumption, by a series of judicious- 
ly timed interviews from Joliet. His demise 
was alleged to have occurred while the 
Warden of Jollet was absent at a political 
convention, and the body of O’Sullivan was 
allowed to be removed without the signed 
order of the warden, and without any inquest 
being held upon theremains. At the time of 
O’S8ullivan’s alleged death there were many 
who regretted the lax metbods of identifica- 
tion adopted by Cronin’s friends. 

Burke’s lliness Was announced some time 
ago,and the public was prepared for his 
death exactly under similar circumstances as 
in the case of O’Sullivan. Now,they scoffingly 
say, Burke also dies of consumption, though 
he was the very pictureof health when last 
seen in prison a few weeks ago.

MADE A GOOD HAUL. 


Burgiars Secure ' $500 Worth of Jewels 
From E. H. Niehaus’ Store. 
Franklin avenue merchants are suffering 
more than they think is their share from the 
visits of nocturnal thieves, whose method of 
operating is tocrack show windows, hastily 

grab a lot of plunder and quickly depart. 

Mr. B. Miller’s hat store at 603 Franklin 
avenue was the victim of suchan assault 
about 4:30 this morning. A pane of glass 
was knocked out, and the depreda- 
tors ‘*collared’” a lot of fine gloves and sev- 
eral umbrellas ana made their escape. The 
goods were* valued. at $2 to $35. 
No one is known to have seen the 
burglary, buta policeman on a neighboring 
block heard the crash of the glass and came 
to the spot, but too late to see any 
trace of the thieves. He sent word to Mr, 
Miller, who lives at 2721 Gamble street, and 
Mr. M. at once came down and stood guard 
over the premises. 

Mr. F. H. Niehaus, the jeweler at 1302 
Franklin avenue, had a similar experience 
also this morning. Seven times within 
the past three years Mr. Niehaus 
has had his show windows broken by burg- 
lars at night, and when he is awakened 
by the clash of glass (for he lives 
above his store) he knows intuitively 
what has happened. At about 2:45 o’clock 
this morning he was aroused by the familiar 
sound,and rushed down as quickly as possible 
but not quick enough to obtain the slightest 
glimpse of the visitors, who however, left 
mournful evidence of their visit in the 
ruin of a large costly pane of Frengh glass, 
and where Mr. Niehaus had had displayed a 
large variety of Christmas goods, there was 
a ‘‘gaping void’’—supposed by Mr. Niehaus to 
represent ware amounting to $400 or 
$500.

When the couple were 
taken to the Chief’s office Mrs. Armstrong 
No. lcreated ascene. Chief Harrigan asked 
the man which of the two women was his 
wife, and he deliberately Kissed No. 2 and 
said: ‘*Thisis my wife.’’ The other woman 
sprangtowards him, but was stopped by 
Chief Harrigan. ‘*You black-hearted vii-

THE ROUMANIAN WAY. 


How the Telephone Is Managed in That 
Interesting Country. 


From the Detroit Free-Press. 

The two Roumanian cities, Galatz and Bra- 
ila, on the Danube, were lately connected by 
telephone, which is, like the telegraph in 
that country, an institution of the State, 
Before its opening an ordinance of the Gov- 
ernment for its use was published in the of- 
ficlaLgazette, the principal part of which Is 
as follows: 

‘*A person who wantsto have intercourse 
with another by telepbone is bound to notify 
that person berorehand by letter, telegraph 
or otherwise.’’ 

A Mr. Kir Zaridi, in Braila, dealer in prod- 
uce, was about to close a contract for a sup- 
ply of barley. He desired, however, to 
learn beforehand the priceoft Darley quoted 
at the Board of Trade in Galatz, For that 
purpose he wenttothetélephone office and, 
after paying the fee, desired to get telephone 
connection witha Mr. Pastramaki, his cor- 
respondent in Galatz. 

‘*Very well; have you informed Mr. 
tramaki?’’ 

‘*What for? He ts in Galatz and the person 
to whom I want totelephone.’’ 

‘*That would notdo, sir. Hereis the ordi- 
nance. Before you can telephone to him you 
must inform him bheforehand by letter, tele- 
graph orinany other way.’’

New Yorx, Dec. 15.—Whether the Hall- 
Fitzsimmons fight will beon the level and 
whether the antipodeans are such deadly en- 
emies as they would have Americans believe 
are questions that are perplexing the sport- 
ing world.

Outwardly, the men detest each other. 
Neither ever loses an opportunity 
of saying something severe against 
the other. Friends usually gath- 
erea around to keep them apart when 
accidents placed them within fighting range. 
When they signed articles, several months 
ago, Fitzsimmons walked about with 
clenched fists, muttering how he would like 
to get a crack at Hall’s pot. The match fell 
through, however. The men have ap- 
parently not met since until last night. They 
appeared to carry the same deadly bluff of 
hatred, but failed. They shook hands twice. 
They also drank together. ‘‘Fitz’’ proposed 
the toast, ‘‘Here’s success to both of us.’’ 

If Halland Fitz had not been engaged in 
fake fighting before, the sporting fraternity 
would not regard them with suspicion to- 
day. Fitz asserts that he and Hall engaged 
in a fightin which he (Fitz) agreed to ‘‘lay 
down’’ fora certain sum. Hall, however, 
has insisted that the battle was on the level 
and that he put Fitz out. Hall’s version of 
the affair is that Fitz wasto get £5 to quilt. 
He feignec a knock-out and was afterward 
beaten out ofthe money. Hall was bested by 
Bill McCarthy just before he left for this 
country. 

It enabled Hall to get enough money to pay 
his passage to this country. 

Hall and Fitzsimmons once had a great 
scheme afoot. They were coming to this 
country underthe management of a man 
named fmith. Hall was to be the 
champion middleweight. Fitzsimmons, 
it is alleged, under an assumed 
mame, was to pose as his trainer. If 
they met with a hard customer, Hall, when 
he got through, was to offer to match his 
trainer against the man.

The men, however, quarreled 
and parted. Their quarrel is now a thing of 
the past.

The purse fur which 
they will fight is certainly a very large one 
and half of it would be well worth having. 


LAST NIGHT'S BATTLE. 

Saw FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.—Three thousand 
sports assembled at the Pacific Club last 
night to witness the fight toa finish between 
Danny Needham of San Francisco fand Billy 
Smith of Boston for a purse of $2,000. The 
men fought at 140 pounds. Needham was a 
favorite in the pools at 1l0to¥Y. 

Both men were in good condition. After 
the referee had declared that the pivot blow 
was barred the fight began. ‘There was 
lively sparring in the first round. Smith 
landed a good left on Needham’s jaw anda 
Needham slipped and fell. The round ended 
in aclinch. In the second round the fighting 
was tast and furious, Smith rushing anda 
swinging, Needham fighting cautiously and 
jabbing with his left. Smith continued his 
rushing tactics in the third round. but Need- 
ham was rather shy. In the fourth round 
Needham landed several good straight lefts. 

In the fifth round little was done, butin the 
sixth Needham landed several good straight 
lefts on Smith’s jaw, and the latter retall- 
atedin good shape. There was a hot in- 
fight in the seventh, and in the elghth 
Needham succeeded in closing Smith’s left 
eye. Inthe ninth and tenth rounds Need 
ham was fioored several times by right and 
left swings, and in the eleventh and . tweilth 
clinched several times to avoid punishment, 
Smith trying hard to landa knock-out 
Diow. 

Needham made desperateefforts to regain 
his lost ground in the thirteenth round, but 
was too weak. Smith fouled repeatedly in 
this round, the referee retused to take

Coates, whol mention 
as anillustration of how they doin England, 
came Over to this country, after he was ruled 
offat home and endeavored to secure the 
Board of Control’s permission to ride on the 
big Eastern tracks. This consent was re- 
fused him, asit wasnot thought proper to 
permit any jockey, who had been ruled off by 
the controlling turf organization in England, 
to ride on our big tracks. When Coates 
ascertained this fact he returned home, 
**American jockeys are getting enough re- 
muneration fortheir services,’’ continued 
Carter, ‘*to live in style, without betting. 
Even the secondand some of the third class 
‘Jocks’ receive more pay forsix or seven 
months’ work than United States Senators 
and Congressmen, while the first class ones 
like Garrison, Hamilton and Taral come 
pretty near recelving double what a Cabinet 
officer is paid. They can live in regal splen- 
dor without betting and should be compelled 


to stop it. 

‘The reason why they should be prevented 
from betting is Just this: a jockey receives a 
mount and finds out how good the horse is. 
He will not win with him, but holds him 
back untilthe stretch is reached and then 
makes a good finish, but of course, is just 
beat out. Hethen asks the owner to let him 


have the mount the nexttime he starts and 
he will win sure. This time he repeats his 
previous performance, but gives the ownera 
Story about being pocketed, ‘ithe next time 
you start see how easy Iwill win,’ saysthe 
boy. When the owner gets ready to run 
again he concludes to give the 
Jockey one more chance, but places 
little money on his horse. The betting Is 
naturally liberal against the animaland this 
is what your foxy jockey has been waiting 
for. Heand his coterie take advantage of it, 
and itcan be relied upon tiie horse wins, 
providing the jockey can make him do so, 
Then again’’ continued Carter, ‘‘this same 
foxy rider places his money on one horse, 
rides another and uses his own mount 
to assist the horse that he has 
his money on to win, by 
setting a pacethat will kill anything else, 
that can beat him. He also has a chance, 
and is not slow to take advantage oft it, to 
pocket a horse he thinks will beat him out of 
winning his bet and sometimes w!!l deliber- 
ately foul the probable winner, providing he 
is near enoughto do so,Iif he thinksit will 
assist him to win that bet. The latter hap- 
pens, I will admit rarely, Dut stop the riders 
from bettingand noneof the opportunities 
mentioned will offer themselvesto be takeu 
advantage of.’’

“ THE TURF. 

For some years past it has become a unti- 
vyersally admitted fact among lovers of horse 
racing, who go to see the contests between 
thoroughbreds because of their admiration 
forthesportand not because of the money 
that can be made out of it, and honest horse- 
owners, that the English rule of punishing 
severely a jockey caught betting, or mixed 
up indirectly in a bet ona race in which he 
has a mount, ought to be adopted in this 
country. No one disputes the fact that 
the board of Control, the Western 
Turf Congress and jockey clubs  Iike 
Kast St. Louls, Hawthorne, Roby, Gutten- 
burg, Gloucester and New Orleans that do 
not belong to either of the above mentioned 
organizations, but control absolutely alli 
racing on their own tracks can enforce a rule 
prohibiting riders from entering a betting 
ring and placing money personally on the 
horse they are going to ride or any of the 
rest ofthe field. Noone doubts that sucha 
rule could be enforced, but argue those, 
who do not look with favor upon the English 
pian, howin the world areyou going to 
prevent a jockey from betting indirectly, 
say through valets, relatives or friends. 
Frank Shaw, who represented the 
Twin City Jockey Club at the last meeting of 
the Western Tur? Congress, which was held 
in this-city last month, belongs to this class, 
and when he was questioned as to whether 
he was in favor of the congress taking action 
in regard to the matter, answered that while

The plain cottontall rabbit, such as you can 
buy for about6 cents apiece, so insignificant 
is he held, isadird which should not be de- 
spised by the man who cannot find quail or 
grouse forhis gunthese piping days, saysa 
Chicago scribe, There is lots of funin 
rabbit shooting and there isthe best sort of 
robbit shooting accessible from St. Louis in 
any one of adozen directions. The marshy 
section which lines the Mississipp! River in 
North st. Louls above the Water-works is as 
good as any. On the opposite side of the 
Father of Waters, above Venice and 
Madison and in the country surrounding 
Breeze’s Lake and Chouteau Slough, rabbits 
areto be iound In great numbers, although 
the high water last spring has affected the 
supply considerably this season. The 
trassy arms ofthe swamps run up into the 
pin-oak flats, with now and thena corn- 
Meld to offer feed, and here the cottontalis 
squat hunched upin a comfort which it 
seems almost a shame to disturb. The cover 
is so thick that it 8akes quick shooting to stop 
a rabbit after it jumps, unless there is snow 
on the ground, making it visible fora longer 
time inthe dense brown of the thicket to 
which itis sure tospeed away as quick as 
so tled. The shooting atthis oak cover is 
really much like snap shooting asthe rabbit 
is seen but foran instant. Almost any kind 
of shot willdo, though smaller than No. 8 Is 
too apt tocrippile, not kill, at any distance 
over twenty-tive orthirty yards. Your cot- 
tontallis a weak soul, and will goover al- 
most if you point a gun at him. still he ts 
fleet of foot, and plenty of fairshots who do 
not understand tbe knack of shooting fur 
will miss a great many rabbits in aday in 
this jump shooting.

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HIPPOLYTE IN DANGER, 


Attempt on the Lifs of the Hartien Presi- 
dent. 


New YorRK, Dec. 15.—W. A. Griffin and 
Clarence B. Kiker of this city were passen- 
gers on the Atlas Line steamship Adiron- 
dack, which arrived from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, Tuesday, with reports of an attempt 
to kill President Hippolyte of Hayti. The 
story of the attempted assassination, as they 
heard it, was as follows: 

President Hippolyte was in bed in the 
palace when one of the attendants saw a 
inan slipping along the corridors toward the 
President’s room. The attendant grappled 
with the man and was ‘stabbed in the 
shoulder. Other attendants came and the 
man was bound. He was asked what his 
object was in visiting the palace and he said: 
**lo kill Hippolyte.’”’ 

He was taken out and shot, 

An investigation was made and it was found 
that the man had got into the groun bv 
breaking through afence. Next day six of 
the guards were shot for allowing the man to 
get into the house, and the Lieutenant who 
commanded them was sentenced to be shot. 
A son of Hippolyte, however, interceded for 
the. Lieutenant and his life was spared, 
though he ig still in prison. Itis believed 
that the attempted assassination was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy In which some people in 
Hippolyte’s household were implicated.
